On the morning of the 13th October, 
I called on captain Vathan Haley to ask 
if he would take charge of two small 
packets which Mr. Barnefwished to for- 
ward to the United States, by the vessel 
from Dieppe—I was very politely receiv- 
ed—stopped and conversed with him a 
considerable time—he, in the course of 
conversation, told me “that his Excel- 
Iency General Armstrong had been in- 
formed that I had written against him in 
a letter to my father, and asked me if it 
was true’’—I do not recollect all I have 
written to my father, nor do I know what 
letter you allude to—I have written sev- 
eral times to my father, as ’tis natural to 
suppose I should. 

Haley—* I am convinced that you nev- 
er wrote that letter which has been pub- 
lished in America and reported to have 
been written by you, or, if you did, I am 
persuaded from the character I have 
heard of you, that you must have been 
Jed into it by some person; in the first 
case I am confident you will deny it, and 
in the second you will make an acknow- 
ledgment for your fault, saying that you 
have been led into it by some designing 
person—as [ am sure you are a friend to 
your country, and no Englishman.” 

D. Most certainly, sir, I should be ex- 
tremely sorry to give any person reason 
te entertain a doubt of my being a friend 
to my country. 

H. “ Iam sure you could not write a- 
gainst Gen. Armstrang, as you never 
knew him; and besides he is doing eve- 
~y thing in his power to serve you, he 
has claimed you from the Minister at 
War as an Atherican-—rz200 uren otrew- 


ed me a newspaper (the New-York Eve- 
ning Post of the 9th August last) which 
contains, wonder the Salem head, an ex- 
tract of a letter from some person, a 
prisoner in France, to his father who 
was described as having ever been a res- 
ident of that town (Salem)—The Editor 
says, “the writer we understand, was 
first mate of the ship Neptune of Poyt- 
land, captured and condemned under Bo- 
naparte’s Berlin Decrees,” &c.—Iu this 
extraet are some notorious truths re- 
specting the slothful conduct of our Min- 
ister Plenipotentiary in France.

ANOTHER EXTRACT-FROM MY LOG-BOOK. 


oth November called at the “ Hote! 
de Strasbourg, Rue Richelicu”—to see a 
Capt. Merihew who I believe belongs to 
New-Bedford ; but he being out [ left 
Mr. Barnet’s address—on the !0th Capt. 
Merihew waited on Mr. Barnet, and af- 
ter some conversation presented him a 
-ane which an American captain had 
sent to Mr. Barnet by Captain M. from 
Amsterdam.—In going out captain M. 
desired to speak with me in frivate—I 
accompanied him to the antichamber— 
when he told me that “ General Arm- 
sroig hada printed fiafer which had 
been published in my name, and that 
Geneial A. wished to know whether I 
would yvow or disavow the authenticity 
of it” (hewing me apiece of I know 
not whatpaper, nor the date of it) but on 
this piec¢ of paper it was printed “ that 
in the N. York Evening Post of the 17th 
ult. had appeared two letters written by 
Isaac Doolttte, and dated at Arras in the 
month of Jine.” Ido not recollect the 
dates, “ tha they said Isaac Doolittle 
was notorio\sly a native of New-York” 
—which by ‘he byc is a mistake of near- 
ly 100 miles—“that he being greatly 
distressed, hid written several times to 
Gen. Armstring, requesting some sup- 
port—and after repeated solicits tions 
had obtained an answer’—which was 
here transcribed a copy of one of his let- 
ters to me (and which I sent you in one 
of the letters alluded to) and followed 
by some editorial remarks, saying that—— 
“the letter writer had highly commen- 
ded the conduct of Mr. I. Cox Barnet, 
Consul of the United States for Havre-- 
asserting that he had been making every 
effort in his power to save his unfortu- 
nate countrymen in France, but had been 
opposed by Gen. Armstrong—that many 
applications had been made by Mr. Bar- 
net for the release of American prison- 
ers, some of which had been successful, 
and that the reason assigned for not ha- 
ving received any assistance from Gen. 
A. was, that many who had applied to 
him for protection were Englishmen, 
&c.—-Captain Merihew observed “ that 


ven et A. ntuame found himself verv 
much hurt that such scandalous reports 


should be spread about him——and wish- 
ed ta know Ist. whether I would ac- 
knowledge or disown it ?—2d. (if I would 
avow it) from what motives I should 
complain of him ‘—-And $3dly. wherein 
he had opposed the proceedings of Mr. 
Barnet.” 

I answered, that if His Excellency 
would write to me requiring an explana- 
tion, I would answer him. 

Capt. M. said “ His Excellency won’t 
do that, but he says that if you will not 
make proper acknowledgments he must 
make use of such means as are in his 
power to justify himself.—He does not 
wish to hurt you, but wants you to give 
‘him an explicit answer.” 

D. I sent acopy of that letter to my 
father—JI can shew you the original. 

Capt. M. “General A. says he wrote 

that letter to you, he has a copy of it, 
and that to justify himself would publish 
that letter as the surest means.” 
} then shewed him the letter and said, 
there is the letter of which I sent a copy 
to my father, but as to these remarks a- 
bout Englishmen, I did not write them. 

Capt.M. “Gen. Armstrong is.certain- 
ly doing every thing in his power to 
serve all the Americans here—he den’t 
lose any opportunity of writing in favor 
ef them, hé tells me that once, finding 
the Emperor in good humour, he de- 
manded the release of anumbcr of A- 
mericans—the Emperor asked how ma- 
ny? he answered about 60—and the Em- 
peror immediately ordered them libera- 
ted, but finding afterwards, that there 
were more, he wrote accordingly to the 
Minister of War, saying, that at the time 
of making the demand, he had not the 
means of knowing the exact number, and 
desired they might all be liberated, which 
was accordingly granted, to the number 
of ninety odd.” 

D. That I believe was about two years 
ago? ' 
Capt. M. Yes. 

D. And he has not claimed any since 
until last July. 

Capt. M. “ I don’t know that.” 

D. But J know it, or at least I have it 
from good authority. 

Capt. M. “ You are held here as ame- 
nable for a fine.” 

D. The authorities of this country do 
not consider me in that light, but, since 
I have been sent from the post where 
the ship was seized, to a depot of Eng- 
lish prisoners, I am ranked as an Eng-

Capt. M. “ When coming into port 
and finding what would be the results of 
such a declaration, you ought to have 
behaved differently.” 

D. Was I to have the same scene to 
go through with again, I should not de- 
viate from the path I have already trod. 

Capt. M. “ No person wiil pity you if 
you remain so strenuous in your opin- 
ton.” 

D. } can’t help it—I am here 
God knows when I] shall get away. 

Capt. M. “If I should come out of a 
port of the United States, bound to Hol- 
land, with supercargo on board, who had 
a great buniie of orders, and after we 
were out, he should say we must go to 
England, notwithstanding the non-inter- 
course law, which woald disqualify me 
forever to command a ship—besides sub- 
jecting me to a heavy fine,and he should 
say we will make a declaration and we 
wil] do soand soafterwards, do youthink 
{ would do it?) No, I would navigate 
the ship to Holland, and be clear of all 
these diffiiculties—my wages would be 
the same, and I would run no such risk 
for the benefit of any merchant.” 

D. That is quite a different thing, sir. 

Capt. M. “ i think it is quite the same 
thng—Do not think because I talk to 
yu and question you thus, that I am 
yar enemy—on the contrary, I wish io 
serve you in any way I can—but wish 
you would clear up this matter with the 
General, as he feels himself very much 
hurt zt being thus used, and, if you will 
not, te says he must make use of such 
mean; as are in his power in his own 
justification.” 

D. If his Excellency will do me the 
honor ‘o write me a line, I will answer 
him. 

Capt.M. “I don’t think he will do 
that, because if he should write to every 
body who writes against him, he would 
ret bimself involved in a fapier war that 
would take up ai is time.” 

D. I do not wish to occupy but very 
little of his time——U pon this we part- 
ed. 

It may not be amiss to observe, that 
on the evening of the 28th of October, I 
saw Captain Merihew at Captain Nathan 
Haley’s, when speaking of the letter al- 
luded to in my dialogue with Capt. Ha- 
ley, he (Capt. Merihew) observed to me 
—‘ General Armstrong, I understand, 
wishes you to write to him about it— 
but if I was in your situation, I would 
see him or any other man damned be= 
fore I would make any confession in this 
country: even the Presedent 
should not get any thing from me on 
such a subject—s¢il/ less would I antici- 
fate any man’s wrath. If he wants any 
thing from you let him write to you frs¢, 
and even then he has no business to call 
you to an accqunt in this_ country.” I 
give you this anecdote merely to shew 
that the opinions of men are subject to 
changes—sometimes forthe better. How 
far this observation is applicable in this 
case, you will sce by comparing this with 
the foregoing.

“ In consequence of the favorable re- 
ception my letters had from his Excel- 
lency, which I wrote him stating our 
situation, and requesting some pectmiary 
assistance, he kindly acknowledged the 
receipt of my letter, and sent me for an- 
swer the following, whereof is a copy.”

_“ Thave received yours stating your 
situation and demanding some allowance 
beyond what you have from the French 
government—though it is net within my 
duties to advance monies to persons in 
your situation, still, as your necessities 
are such and as I hope your liberation is 
not distant, I will allow you each to draw 
on me for one hundred fivres at sight.” 

“JT am yours, &c.” 
Signed, JOHN ARMSTRONG. * 


P.S. “ You will keep this information 
to yourself and not bring on me other 
claimants.” 


This letter was dated Paris, 23d Oc- 
tober, 1809.

Ona the 9th of October, Mr. Barnet be- 
ing asked if he knew any person who 
had commanded a ship, and who would 
engage in an American ship which had 
an emperor’s licence, and (I suppose 
us a matter of course) one from John 
Bull—and he, Mr. B. knowing that mest 
of the American seamen, who had been 
detained as Prisoners: in the diiferent 
depots in France, being wearied with 
their long confinement, and seemg no 
prospect of a release, had engaged in 
the French service for privateers; that 
they had been applied for at the war of- 
fice, and liberty obtained for them to go 
on board their respective vessels, and 
thinking it possible that an application of 
a similar nature for merchants ships 
might mect with the same success—re- 
commended Thomas Copping, and being 
teld that a whole ship’s crew was want- 
ing, put my name to the list as mate, 
John Wyle, 2d mate, and John Taub- 
man, boatswain. I wished it might-suc- 
ceed, for I preferred engaging in any ser- 
vice, not contrary to the laws of my coun- 
try, to wearing any longer the shackles of 
captivity. 

26th October—I waited on the owner 
of the ship at his lodgings, “ Hotel de 
Hambourg, Rue Jacob”—(His name is 
Sampson or Somson) who informed me 
that a Captain Williams had engaged in 
his service, and was gone to Dunkirk, 
that he would write to captain W. to- 
day, and recommend me as his mate, and 
on the 2d Nov. would jet me know if I 
shovld be wanted—that Genera! Arm- 
strong had told Capit Williams, that there 
were a number of men at Deififie who 
might ship for a voyage, and that should 
he not succeed there he would apply to 
ihe Minister of War for the Americans 
in the several depots.” 

4th November, saw Mr. Sansom, who 
could give me no further information on 
ihe subject. 

12th November, called at the “ Motel 
de Hambourg,” and was told that Mr. S. 
had left this yesterday morning for An- 
twerp: so ends this business. 

What pity it is that we, as a mercan- 
tile and maritime nation, should be redu- 
ced to the extremity of obtaining special 
licences from the two belligerents, or 
have no trade. But in the name of hu- 
manity, let as as individuals engage in 
any thing, not in contravention to the 
laws of our country to obtain our liberty, 
particularly as it has the sanction and 
recommendation of the American minis- 
ter. 

Fo conclude this long epistie, my dear 
father :—here I am in Paris, enjoying as 
much liberty as any “ prisoner of war,” 
—were I not afrisoner, I should feel 
comparatively happy—and had I the 
means of support I would not leave it 
for two or three years, ’till I had got a 
little acquainted with some branches of 
knowledge, which Iam sure would be 
useful to me hearafter : a man may here 
get all the sciences gratis—to the honor 
of this government be it said, these in- 
stitutions are truly noble. 

You must also know that I feel grate- 
fui for the liberality which the Empe- 
ror’s Minister of War has shewn; in per- 
mittng me to come and reside here up- 
onthe security of Mr. Barnet—for, though 
the same privilege is granted to several 
English gentlemen, (and who are non- 
combatants) still it is liberal and kind to 
grant me even an abridgement of what 
the natural protector of Americans shew- 
ed no disposition to ask pfirevious to the 
26th of July last—and “ven then was in- 
vited to it by the minister of Foreign af- 

fairs, as he himself told me on the 3Ist 
of the same month, at Arras. This in- 
vitation was produced by the agency of 
Mr. Barnet, as he has stated in his com- 
munications to the Secretary of State of 
the United States. 

Fhe report here, is that General Arm- 
strong will leave this in a few days, and 
is going to “ winter” ig Italy. Accor- 
ding to the precept “ pray for your ene- 
mies.” I say—God forbid he should 
founder on the Alps——outward bound !

When | complain- 
ed to you of the neglect of this “lazy a- 
state,” it was not with an intention of 
speaking against the administration 
which appointed him to, or that which 
supported him in the office ne now holds, 
though I think a better choice might 
have been made. The suminary of it 
amounts to this, that I hold in the high- 
est respect the government and laws of 
my country, their public officers and a- 
-ents, both at home and abrogd—d// of 
them as public functionaries, but not a// 
as men—as fellow citizens. As to Gea- 
eral Armstrong, I “respect his offic 
but despise the man,” 

C.ptain Jeremiah Banks, of the brig 
John Ades, told me that he had signed 
a paper for General Armstrong, certify- 
ing that he had heard me deny having 
written the letter of which an extract was 
published in the N. York Evening Post 
of 9th August, and on the subject of 
which was my confab with Captain Na- 
than Haley. When Captain Banks gave 
me this information, I told him that I 
was the author of that letter; that if he 
thought proper he might tell General 
Armstrong so; and that I should contin- 
ue to complain to my father whenever I 
found myself aggrieved, until I was in- 
formed that Ihad forfrited my rights or 
claims to American citizenship, by some 
higher authority than the veréal messa- 
ges of Gen. Armstrong by his delegates. 

If I have at any time said any thing 
that might be interpreted a deniai ofthe 
genuineness of that letter, it was through 
fear and before I had learned quite so 
much of the force of the shafts of his 
malignity as I now know. Should such 
a certificate appear in print, as it doubt- 
less willi—for I know of no other use 
that quacks ever make of similar docu- 
ments, I beg you will make them known 
through the same medium, that I did not 
write that letter, and likewise the ‘vo 
others that captain Merihew was pun.p- 
ing me about. I wish you would 5 
this published ji a refwddca, 1! pousst- 
ble, or in a mc utral paper, as I beg leave 
to repeat, that iis not the administration, 
but the man, I complain of. 

Pray endeavour to correct the errors 
ofthe editors—let them know that I do 
not belong either to Sa/em or New-York, 
but to Vew-/Taven, and ama yankee.

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 


From London Papers received at Boston, 
May 19. 

We have private letters from Lisbon 
to the sth, when it was reported, that 
Lord Wellington was advancing towards 
Spain, with 22,000 British and 86,000° 
Portuguese troops. 

Oporto advices bring accounts from 
Lord Wellington’s army to the 6th inst. 
—His Lordship had left Viscu, and was 
advancing towards Ciudad Rodrigo: and 
the French were faliing back into the 
centre of Leon. The head-quarters of 
the opposing armies were about 30 miles 
apart; and there is no doubt a contest 
will speedily ensue. 

The Princess Amelia, (youngest daugh- 
ter of the King, born in 1783) was ina 
very critical state last night. The ac- 
counts from Windsor stated, “ that her 
Royal Highness was much worse than on 
the preceding day, and that no further 
hopes were entertained.” The whole 
court were overwhelmed with affliction 
on her situation; and she is constantly 
attended by the Princess Mary, and his 
Majesty.

MUNGO PARK. 


We have the satisfaction to commu- 
nicate the very pleasing intelligence of 
the safety of Mr. Mungo Park, whose 
supposed loss, his family, his friends, 
and his country have sincerely, but pre- 
maturely deplored for several years. The 
event was considered so certain, that a 
pension was voted to Mrs. Park, by the 
House of Commons, in consideration of 
her husband’s public services, in a for- 
mer session of parliament.—This gentle- 
man, as our readers will recollect, has 
been long and usefuily engaged in ex- 
ploring the interior of Africa, and a 
sanguine hope may be now entertain- 
ed that his country will have the benefit 
of his laborious and hazardous research- 
es. The whole of the suit attached to 
the enterprise, above fifty in number, 
with the exception of three are said to 
have perished. The intelligence to 
which we allude, and which we hope 
s9on to find fully confirmed, has been 
received by the ship Favorite, of Lon- 
don, Capt. Truman, arrived at Plymouth, 
from Goree. Previous to the departure 
of that vesse!, information had been re- 
ceived at Senegal by a native of the 
Mandingo country, who accompanied 
Mr. Park as far into the interior as Sego 
and Saucanding, that he was alive in_ the 
menth of Jan. Col. Maxwell, the Gov- 
ernor of Senegal, had in consequence of 
this information, directed that a decked 
boat should immediately be fitted out to 
proceed up the river Senegal, for the 
purpose of giving assistance to Mr. 
Park in his indefatigable exertions 
exploring the continent of Africa.

Some travellers who had fallen in 

with his guide, informed him, that about 

two or three months subsequent to Mr. 

Park’s embarkation, he had been severe- 

ly scorched in his breast by the bursting 

of a gun while firing at some birds, but 
that he passed Tombuctoo in the night 
by water.”’

LATEST FROM PORTUGAL. 

Cupt. Resde, of the brig Hector, from 
Lisbon, which port he left on the 22d of 
May, informs, that the British troops in 
Portugal, amounted to 25,000 men, and 
that the Portuguese army consisted of 
60,000. That this force was divided in- 
to three divisions, and was stationed to 
defend the passes on the frontiers of 
Portugal.—T hat several skirmisnes had 
taken place between the combined armies 
and the French, and some scouting par- 
tics ofthe French had been taken and sent 
to Lisbon. No general battle had been 
fought, though one was daily expected.— 
The English and Portuguese were forti- 
fying Lisbon, and meant to defend it a- 
gainst the French to the last extremity. 
Troops were daily coming in from Eng- 
iand—there were about 400 English 
transports at Lisbon and more expected. 
The Portuguese were in high spirits.— 
M. Y. £. Post. 

Extract of a letter from an American 
Senilemanin London to the Editor of 
the £reeman’s Journal, dated 

London, May 14. 
“ T sincerely believe that there is a 


cordial disposition on the part of this - 


goref’nment to be upon the most friendly 
footing with the U. States ; and I hope 
something may have been done before 
tiis reaches you, to remove the non-in- 
tercourse law, which must have proved 
injurious to individuals and also detri- 
mental to your publicrevenue. All can- 
did men in this country think that Mr. 
Erskine violated his instructions; but I 
do not know what may be the gencral 
impression in America. Mr. Jacksor 
Was not sent out on a very pleasant mis- 
sion, and therefore it is not surprising 
that he had a little sparring with Mr. 
Smith. Mr. Madison seems to have two 
languages : one to please the party that 
bro’t him into power—nothing but the 
warwhoop is gratefui tothe ears of the Ja- 
cobins, Mr. Pinkney however seems to 
‘be instructed to speak in a more mild and 
pacific tone, and I hope will succeed 
in effecting a happy reconciliation of 
the existing differences between the 
two countries. He isa great favorite at 
court, and is spoken of with the greatest 
respect by people of ali parties. He 
possesses much of the suaviter in modo, 
which is a great requisite in a public 
minister or ambassador, and I am certain 
that he does not want the fortster in re. 

“ The Spaniards still hold out manful- 
ly, and should they ultimately be subju- 
gated by Bonaparte, it will cost him 
much blood and treasure. 

“The Burditites, or the Jacobins of 
this country, begin to quake, and are no 
longer considered as objects of serious 
alarm. 

“T hope the Americen government 
will cultivate a good ainderstanding with 
this, who, I am sure, fervently desire It. 
For myself, be assured I feel a hearty in- 
terest in every thing that concerns the 
peace, welfare, prosperity and indepen- 
dence of my beloved native country.”

PuiLapELenuia, June 28. 

A British brig of 14 guns has arrived 
at New Castle, with 200,000 dollars on 
beard, for the Spanish Minister. The 
money was originally sent from Vera 
Cruz, on board a Spanish ship, bound to 
Philadelphia. Being in distress at sea, 
and unable to make this port, she was fal- 
len in with by the above brig, and had 
the money put on board her to be landed 
here. As all British and }’rench armed 
vessels are excluded from our waters, It 
is not known whether the money will be 
permitted to be landed, or the vessel or- 
dered off.—As it is a frecudiar case, we 
should suppose the former. But there 
is no knowing what our wise rulcrs will 
do on the occasion.

broad end of the pond caleabene a 
: poad calculating to cut 
only a small channel, to convey the wa- 
ter into the small pond first, which would 
naturally take its course to the mill, 3 or 
4 miles distant, in a northerly direction. 
—They dug a ditch about 6 rods long, 
4 feet deep, and 6 feet wide, at the end 
of which was a rapid descent from 60 to 
100 fect, anda more gradual but consid- 
erable declivity from thence to Barton 
river. The water began to issue, and it 
was found that this slender bank, which 
had resisted the waves for many centu- 
ries, was nothing more than a bed of 
quick-sand, except about 4 feet at the 
margin of the pond, which was compo- 
sed of gravel and earth exceedingly hard. 
Immediately on the water making its 
wey In a small stream over the extremi- 
ty of the bank, the earth and sand broke 
off, and in a few moments had gulled a 
hole near 60 feet deep and of considera- 
bie width, and this continued until the 
gulph extended within afew feet of the 
margi. of the pond—when the mass of 
water in the pond beginning to feel the 
force of this new outlet, made a despe- 
rate effort, and at one sweep drove near 
half an acre of the opposing bank, with 
all its timber standing on it, with a tre- 
mendous crash, over the precipice to the 
north, and in a few minutes cut for it- 
self a channel from 19 to 15 rods wide 
and near 150 feet deep to the bed of the 
pond, and the whole mass of waters rush- 
ed at once down the descent towards 
Barton river. 

On its reaching the small pond its 
force was so great that it dashed in an 
instant the whole of its water from its 
place, and pursuing the course of the 
outlet of that pond in afew seconds reach- 
ed Wilson’s miil, which it demolished 
in an instant, taking in its whole course 
from the pond the earth, timber, &c. 10 
or 12 rods in width and near 20 feet deep, 
a distance of 6 or 8 miles in length~— 
carried off all the bridges the whole ex- 
tent of Barton river, and covered thou- 
sands of acres of land from 4 to 16 feet 
deep, with loom, sand and timber—-totally 
destroying all the crops, intervales, &c. 

Happily no human lives were lost, nor 
any live property, except a valuable 
horse which was hitched near Wilson’s 
mills, and a few sheep-—Such unaccount- 
abie navyoc perhaps never was made in 
so short a time, and for such a distance, 
by an event so singular. The damage 
is estimated by some 20, some 40 and 
some 60,900 doilars. A more particuiar 
account of this wonderful occurrence, it 
is expected will be given hereafter, by 
gentiemen who witnessed the scene and 
who have viewed the ruins.

Counterfeiters—Not long since a 
gang of counterfeiters were discovered 
and taken tip in Morris county (N. J.) 
and the leader of the gang brought to 
trial and acquitted. A short time after, 
he was caught a second time, and ar- 
raigned at the bar. Finding very little 
chance of escaping this time, he turned 
states evidence to save his bacon. On 
disclosing to the court his accompli- 
ces, (which we are told were to the 
number of 41) it turned out that three 
of the very jurors who sat uporr his first 
trial, were implicated in the forgeries. 
—Some of those discovered were tried, 
and were through the mercy of the 
court fined three or four hundred dol- 
lars each, and turned loose again upon 
society to depredate upon the ignorant 
and unsuspecting. If there cannot be 
devised some more salutary mode of 
punishing counterfeiters of bank notes, 
there will in a short time be no security 
in dealing in them. It will be seen by 
the following that the laws of this state 
are alittle more salutary, though by no 
means in our opinion sufficient to check 
the evil. There should be no childrens 
play in such cases. Examples must be 
made for the good of society.
